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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to because the characters and figures do not 
comply with 37 C.F.R. 1.84(1) (All drawings must be made by a process which 
will give them satisfactory reproduction characteristics. Every line, number, and 
letter must be durable, clean, black (except for color drawings), sufficiently dense 
and dark, and uniformly thick and well-defined) and 37 C.F.R. 1.84(k) (The use 
of shading in views is encouraged if it aids in understanding the invention and if 
it does not reduce legibility). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 C.F.R. 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Gofrani et al teaches a device^ as seen in figure 5, utilizing a piston in for 

monitoring the expansion or shrinkage of cement under simulated downhole 
conditions. Pressure is applied to a plug, which in turn applies pressure to a 
volume of water, which then applies pressure to the curing concrete/ cement. 
This differs from the claims in the instant application wherein the pressure is 
applied to the piston, the piston applies pressure to a liquid, and then the 
liquid applies the pressure to the concrete /cement. Go Boncan also teaches 
that it is known to pressurize a vessel for monitoring the expansion or 
shrinkage of cement subjected to downhole conditions, but not in the manner 
as claimed in the instant application.
